Prohibition is not a new thing in Columbiana, Jefferson and Belmont Counties.

of these counties have tried it before and know better than do the imported orators of 
the Anti-Saloon League, just what it does to the taxpayers, laborers a n d p r o p e r t y 
owners.

The figures in the Auditor’s office of Columbiana County show the amount of money 
received from licensed saloons for the three years, before prohibition, to have been 
$234,551.03. Every cent of this money helped pay the taxes of every property owner in 
the county. 
Then Columbiana County voted for prohibition. 
W hat became of this revenue 
when Prohibition Law was in effect in 1909, 1910 and 1911? 
It was lost and the farmers and city property owners were just that much short. 
Realizing the failure of prohibition in Columbiana County, the voters voted for the 
return of the licensed saloon. W hat happened? During the years 1912, 1913 and 1914, 
under licensed saloons, Columbiana County has received from the liquor business $291,- 
50.28, which went directly toward paying the taxes of every property owner in the 
county. 
' 
The records of Jefferson and Belmont Counties will probably show about the same 
state of facts. Every prohibition county has had the same experience. 
The following table gives the exact amounts received by Columbiana County from 
the liquor traffic, during the past nine years. Three years before prohibition, three years 
of prohibition, and three years after prohibition.

She found the law vain and in­ 
jurious, and, upon the testimony of her governors and hest citizens, fatally hurtful to the cause of tem­ 
perance 
I n 1 8 8 9 the religious journals of the time—The Christian Union, The Congregationalist 
and The Chr stian Register—hurled their thunder against an unsuccessful attempt to revive Prohibi­ 
tion. The amendment was defeated by an overwhelming majority. 
RHODE ISLAND, in 1853, adopted Prohibition, and in 1863 the law was repealed. 
She again 


adopted Prohibition in 1886 and in 1889 again repudiated it at the palls by a majority of over 183WC 
out of a total vote of 38,000. 
CONNECTICUT, in 1854, adopted Prohibition and gave up the experiment in 1872 
In 1839 it 
was again proposed but defeated by a vote of threic to one 
NEW YORK passed prohibitory laws in 1854, tried them for two years and gave up the experi­ 
ment as hopeless. 
PEN N SY LV A N IA voted on Prohibition in June, 1889.and repudiated it by a majority of 194,556. 
M ARYLAND, in 1855, adopted Prohibition, and after a few months’ trial repealed it. 
DELAW ARE, in the same year, adopted Prohibition and in 1857 repealed it. 
MICHI GA N * adopted Prohibition in 1853 and abandoned it in 1875. 
It was proposed again in 
1887 but overwhelmed at the perils. 
INDIANA passed prohibitory laws in 185fi 
They were never enforced, and were soon aband­ 
oned. 
In 1882 Prohibition was again proposed, but was defeated by an enormous majority 
NEBRASKA, in 1880, repudiated Prohibition by a decisive majority. 
ILLINOIS adopted Prohibition in 1855 and repealed it in the same year. 
TEXAS, in 1887, repudiated Prohibition Lr a majority of '.early 100,000, and in 1911 an;; again 
in 1914 Texas stood by her earlier decisions.
